DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Skinner et al. [US 
2002/0057170]. 

Skinner et al. discloses an ignition coil [figures 1-2] comprising : 

- a casing [34] ; 

- a rod shaped laminated center core [12] arranged substantially at the center within the 
casing; 

- a thermal stress relaxing member [17] having a thickness between about 0.025rnm 
and 0.20mm covering the outer circumferential surface of the center core, wherein the 
relaxing member formed of polyester; 

- a cylindrical spool [28] arranged on the outer circumferential side of the thermal 
stress relaxing member with a gap in between [figure 2]; and 

- a resin insulating material [26] filled the gap and hardened. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Skinner et al. 
in view of Oosuka et al. [US 6,208,231] 

Skinner et al. discloses the instant claimed invention except for the specific materials use 
for the relaxing member and its thermal expansion coefficient. 

Oosuka et al. discloses an ignition coil [figure 38] having different insulating parts [26a, 
26b] arranged around a core/coil assembly with different thermal coefficient expansion. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the material having thermal coefficient expansion of less than 25x1 0" 6 
°C in Skinner et al., as suggested by Oosuka et al., for the purpose of preventing cracking. 

Conclusion
